[sufficient to cover the guaranteed 
Prizes the lottery would be a 
lcomplete failure from the point 
lof view of profit. It is entirely a 
matter for the public. are 
Inot obliged to buy tickets, and if 
they do so they do it under the 
rules of the scheme, and, con- 
sequently, if any of the ‘prizes 
have reverted to the authorities 
there is nothing improper about 
it. Tt may, however, commend

At 11 pam, on this day, nineteen 
lyears ago, Great Britain by her 
declaration of war upon Ger- 
many, entered hostilities which 
lwere ‘gradually to involve coun- 
try after country until practical- 
the whole civilised world was 
arrayed in one camp or another 
in a strife which was almost 
successfully suicidal, Britain's 
entry into the war was as much 
ja surprise to some of her enemies 
jas it was to most of her own 
people, who, lulled both by 
politicians and writers had 
become firmly of the opinion that 
lwar in this. twentieth centu 
was unthinkable. Abroad, it 
‘was felt that un-military Britain, 
torn by the divic‘on in the 
nse} of her rulers, faced with 
civil war in Ireland, with the 
possibility—as it was erroneoi 
iy thought—of the self-govern- 
jing states of the Empire declar- 
jing thelr independence, of 
rebellion in Indie, and of’ trouble 
in Egypt and ‘South Africa, 
would be unable to play any 
lgreat part in the struggle which 
had already commenced. The 
ldespatch of an expeditionary 
force to Europe from Britain 
Jwas considered unlikely, while 
its quality was contemplated 
with disdain. This is written in 
Ino sense of bitterness, but mere- 
ly to emphasise the Wegree of 
military unreadiness in which 
IGreat Britain stood. Th 
leould not be said of hei 
for by the time the British ulti- 
matum to Germany had expired, 
the whole of the navy was in a 
Jstate of complete readiness, for 
Jwar and the possibility of its 
being taken unawares had com: 
p'etely disappeared. ‘Those were 
stirring days. ‘The anxiety 
which suspense had created 
during that time, when it was 
hoped that a major conflagration 
could be avoided, had given place 
to a wholehearted support of 
those men, who, as the clock 
ticked out'the last fatal minutes 
lof the period of the ultimatum, 
had to face the fact that it was 
jwar, war such as humanity had 
Inever seen before, and now 
eropingly seeks to "be assured 
shall never see again. It ia not 
necessary to seek | to place 
responsibility for the awful 
lsacrifice which the world was 
jealled upon to make: indeed it 
may possibly be that that  re- 
sponsibility was but the last 
phase of a long drawn out 
inevitability, a blind progression 
towards an ‘unavoidable fa! 

Nor is it well to develop such 
Jan argument in these days, but 
rather to find in all that happen- 
led before and after that tremen- 
Jdous day all the lessons which it 
}was eventually to teach, Patrio- 
{tism ‘had full play, men prepared 
to lay down their lives for the 
ideal of country, women were 
prepared to encourage _ the 
Imenfolk in the supreme sacri 
important differences of opinion 
such as would stir up implacable 
hatreds in times of peace became 
/matters of no moment: the world 
fwas in travail and no one knew 
what on the morrow it would 
bring forth. When the tumult 
Jand the shouting dies, there is a 
singular, austere beauty in the 
sight of a.nation girding its loins 
{for war, in the acquisition of a 
firm determination to see things 
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to the bitter end, in. the exalta- 
tion to sacrifice which marks 
humanity in its times of catas- 
trophe. For wheh the baser 
Jemotions have had their play, 
lwhen the dreadful facts of w 
lcome to be seen in all the detail 
lwhich proximity affords, men 
respond to the needs of the time 
iin much the same way, no matte 
what their race may’ be, ‘This 
is no glorification of war, for 
Jwar cannot be glorified—no 
stupidity ever can be; but it Is 
ja tribute to those qualities in 
mankind so eminently displayed 
jin such circumstances. It is not 
[good to dwell upon the alternat- 
ing dispair and elation which 
followed the ebb and flood of 
lvietory during the ensuing four 
lyears, when crucified humanity 
fendured a torture the end of 
which seemed never to. be 
coming. Still less good is it to 
think of the flower of two 
Igenerations destroyed in the 
heat of a merciless arbitrament. 
[And yet it is not wholly evil, for 
jin the realisation of what the 
[world endured is to be found th 
seed of that determination that 
it never shall happen again if 
mankind can prevent it. Tt 
would seem that towards ‘that 
lend comparatively little progress 
has been made, ‘The failure of 
conference after conference 
Jjustifies no small degree of 
pessimism, and the outlook seems 
almost as'dark as it did durin 
those uncertain days whiel 
followed the explosion of the 
jassassin’s bomb in Sarajevo, 
Anxious observers of present 
lday tendencies ask  themsel 
whether, after all, this civilisae 
tion is to go down in a welter of 
blood. It depends almost entire- 
ly on’ how quickly the spirit of 
internationalism can grow 
sufliciently to offset the narrow 
nationalism which existed in 
pre-war days which is 
receiving a certain emphasis in 
these recent years. It is a fight 
against time. ‘The cessation of 
military hostilities failed to 
bring peace, but morely trans= 
ferred warfare into other terms 
lof expression. The struggle for 
leconomic existence has been just 
las bitter as that which | was 
waged with the sword, and the 
former has not yet ended. 
Rather it seems to be changing 
into the prelude of another and 
mightier fight. Yet mankind is 
doing its best to avert it. It 
jseoms fully to understand the 
roblem with which it is faced, 
But unable to devise means of 
lavoiding the peril which appeat 
increasingly imminent, It 
dark outlook, but how many of 
the pressing questions of the 
fifteen years since the 
declaration of peace have been 
solved?

prosperous districts, wreck 
havoc for a short while and 





escape back into their fastnesses 
before the authorities can get 
troops on the spot to intercept 
them. ‘The result is that pros- 
perous cities have been laid in 
ruins, grass grows in the streets 
‘of erstwhile busy marts, rich 
fields which have yielded good 
harvests for generations past, 
now lie fallow, untended, for the 
peasant dare ‘not stay by 
land. ‘Throughout the country- 
side ‘a heap of smoking embers, 
‘or the cold ruins of a farmhouse 
tell_how recently rapine and 
bloodshed was visited upon the 
unfortunate district. What little 
cultivation thi 
on is done in fear and trembling, 
lest by the time the harvest 
comes to fruition a band will 
swoop down, and if it does not 
actually take the life of the 
farmer, because of his escape, 
seize his crop and leave him to 
a winter of starvation. Tt is 
marvellous that the Chinese 
peasantry, with. all its patience 
and virility has been able to 
endure the state of affairs which 
has existed in large areas of 
south China for the last seven 
or eight years, Nevertheless 
they manage to ‘cling to their 
land, working furtively when 
can near the cities, and 
fleeing to them for refuge on the 
first alarms of the advent of 
the bandit armies. 
Pukien and Kiangsi 
nd are still paying a 
terrible price for the success. of 
the Nationalist caupaign of 1926 
and 1927, for it was during the 
advance from Canton northwards 
that the gospel of communism 
was preached along the route 
under the guidance of Borodin 
and the other Russian Reds who 
Were the experts advising the 
Nationalists in their expedition, 
In recent years the Nanking 
Government has made determin- 
ed efforts to eradicate the Reds 
in various provinces north and 
south of the Yangtze. ‘Tem 
wiice have been 
claimed with no little elation, 
and indeed districts have been 
cleared of the bandit mena: 
though how permanently

Man Electrocuted in the Street 
by Stray Wire

Harbin, July, 19. 

‘The heat that has been felt, in 
‘Harbin during the past ten days has 
bbeen the cause of many curious ac- 
eidents and incidents’ which are 
very uncommon. 

In the first place the public have 
gone in for so much bathing that 
many of them have been’ severely 
burned by the sun and thus skin 
dliseases “have broken out, while 
plunging into the water after bask- 
ng on the hot sand has resulted in 
inflammation of the lungs from 
which several young people have 
died. 

‘The heat has also caused many. 
people to sulfer from a kind of 
cholera more especially amongst the 
Chinese who reside in Fuchiatien, 
many persons having’ died di 
the past week, not day pa: 
without at least two large 
funerals being seen wending. their 
way along the streets of Harbin to

During the storm which broke 
yesterday evening after several days’
